Telegraphic Communication Cut. 
Ni thing sinc® has been received from 
Pretoria, and doubtless telegraphic com- 
munication. with tht Transvaal.is. now 
crt, 

The absence of news from the Cape 
since early morning is not due to an in- 
terruption of the cable, but to the im- 
mense pressure of work, the cables urceb- 
ably being monopolized by British gov- 
ernment dispatches, which take prece- 
dence of all others. Only two cables run 
to Cape Town from Europe, and as the 
one on the eastern coast is very slow, 
practically all the work is thrown on 
one Atlantic cable, which means that the 
present exasperating delay wHl recur re- 
peatedly during the progress of the war, 
and that the newspaper dispatches will 
probably be very meagre. 

Further particulars regarding the cr- 
respondence between President Steyn and 
the Orange Free State, and Sir Alfred 
Milner, governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner in south Af- 
Trica, cabled from Bloemfontein, show 
that Sir Alfred, on October 7th, stated 
that the imperial government was recon- 
sidering the situation in view of the 
grave fact that both the republics were 
on a war footing, and was even then {Tre- 
pared to consider a definite suggestion 
for the termination of the crisis. In an- 
Other dispatch he says: 

“My object in all communications since 
October 2d has been to leave nothing 
undona to prevent such action on the 
part of the Transvaal as is calculated 
to make a pacific solution impossible. 
I cannot, however, ask the imperial gov- 
ernment, for a pledge either. regarding 
the disposition of troops in British terri- 
tory in South Africa or their dispatch 
from other parts of the empire.’’ 
| Steyn’s Reply. 

President Steyn replied: “‘The reasons 
for arming the Transvaal were the pres- 
ence of an alien, hostile population in 
the midst of which was always stirring 
hatred and an endeavor, for political or 
financial reasons, to undermine the inde- 
rendence of state. The Boers have never 
taken the offensive, not even after the 
Jameston raid, when the Transvaal was 
Strongly armed and there were few Brit- 
ish troops there. 

“Regarding the Free State army. it 
will be remembered that the Free State 
always lived at peace, and in harmony 
With its neighbors, and has everything 
to lose and nothing to gain by a rupture. 
The Burghers will certainly not be called 
out unless the government is thoroughly 
Convinced that the British troops on the 
border of both states are a decided men- 
ace to the independence of the Transvaal, 
which the Free State is bound to assist.”

ARE GIVEN GREAT RECEPTION 


Funston Leads His Men Through the 
Streets of San Francisco. 


THRONGS SURGE AROUND THE HER@ 


Soldiers Are Loaded Down with 
Flowers by the Crowds Through 
Which They Pass. 


San Francisco, October 11.—The Twen- 
tleth Kansas regiment and the 400 dis- 
charged soldiers who arrived here last 
night on the transport Tartar, were land- 
ed today, after being anchored in the 
stream all morning during the progress of 
the health officers’ examination. 

The march to the Presidio reservation 
was an exciting one for the soldiers. 
The welcome they received was second 
only to that accorded the home troops 
on their return. The soldiers were es- 
corted by four compantres of artillery and 
a band from the Presidio. The throngs 
surged around General Funston and he 
had great difficulty making progress 
through the crowds. Cheer upon cheer 
greeted him, but the only acknowledg- 
ment was a military salute and an occa- 
sional doffing of his cap. Each soldier 
carried a gun which had been decorated 
with flowers. These crowds simply would 
not let the men pass fn peace. Relatives 
and friends broke into the ranks and 
marched with the soldiers, some smiling 
and laughing and others crying, but all 
happy and glad. 

The rezimental colors, little worse for 
wear, in spite of the arduous compaign 
through which they had passed, called 
forth a tremendous burst of applause 
whenever they were sighted. 3 

The parade was reviewed py veneral 
Shafter, Governor Stanley and Governor 
Rogers, of Washington, and their staffs. 
General Funston, in an fnterview today, 
said: 

“T have only this to say of the cam- 
paign in the Philippines, everything is 
being done that could be to carry the 
war to an early and successful conclu- 
sion. The report thar [ am anti-expan- 
sionist is ridiculous and not worthy of 


serious consideration. I never intimat- 
ed such a thing and have been wrongly 
quoted in the matter. 

“The people must stop to consider when 
they are passing judgments that there 
are countless conditions to be constantly 
combated and overcome before headway 
can be made. I fear that the exact diffi- 
culties of the situation are not fully un- 
derstood. 

“Some mistakes may have been made, 
but the campaign has been conducted in 
a most able and conscientiouf manner 
and every man has done his best. No 
grave errors have occurred, but it is al- 
ways easy to look back and comment 
upon what has been done, even though 
that might have been accomplished un- 
der trying circumstances.”’

At this meeting, too, for the first time 
there was a display of Georgia dairy 
products, for which premiums were 
awarded. This display were very creditable 
to the dairy industry of the state, and 
created considerable interest on the part 
of those who saw it. 

The fourth and fifth annual meetings of 
the association were also held in the city 
of Macon, on the 17th and 18th of Novem- 
ber, 1897, and on the 22d and 23d of De- 
cember, 1898. At the fourth annual meet- 
ing the attendance was larger and the 
interest manifested was greater than 
upon any former occasion. Among the 
many able addresses printed in the pro- 
ceedings of this meeting appears an emi- 
nently practicaly- and interesting one by 
Mr. W. L. Williamson, of Harmony 
Grove, Ga., on the very pertinent subject, 
“Will Dairying Pay in Georgia?” and he 
handles the subject as one who had wres- 
tled with it in the school of experience. 
He answered it in figures taken from his 
own dairy ledger, and shows from a 
dairy of forty cows, after deducting all 
expenses, including interest on the in- 
vestment, a net profit of $1,117.74. 

Mr. Williamson is still in the business, 
it is needless to say, and has increased 
his dairy to about seventy-five cows. He 
will interest the dairymen at Grantville 
with some more of his valuable expe- 
riences. At this meeting again there was 
a still more encouraging display of Geor- 
gia dairy producéas, and the first prize of 
$25 in. cash was won by Mr. Williamson, 
though closely contested by numerous 
others. 

At this meeting. too, was Major Henry 
E. Alvord, chief of the dairy division, 
United States department of agriculture, 
a representative of the department. His 
addresses, which also appear in the print- 
ed proceedings of that year, were of a 
most interesting and encouraging charac- 
ter.

The fifth annua] meeting was more 
largely attended than eny previous one, 
rartly on account of the growth of the 
dairg industry and _ the increased interest, 
and also because through the untiring ef- 
forts of some of the association’s officers 
the railroads were induced to grant free 
transportation to the members attending. 
This generous act of courtesy on the part 
of the railroads of Georgia has done 
more to stimulate the dairy industry here 
than anything else, and it will in the end 
redound to the material interest of the 
roads. For the present let it be said 
that the liberality of the railroads is 
fully appreciated by the dairymen of 
Georgia. 

The ‘proceedings of this last: meeting 
show another interesting address by Mr, 
Williamson, of Harmony Grove, on the 
practical srhject of ‘Feeding Dairy Cat- 
tie,”” and also one by Mr. Threadway, of 
Rome, on the same subject. There also 
appetrs a letter to the association from 
Dr. Cooper Curtis, of the North Carolina 
Eex;erimental Station, on the subject of 
“Tick Fever;’ an address by Mr. F. H. 
Bates, secretary of the Alabama Dairy 
Association, and others, as well as re- 
perts of informal discussions of many 
dairy problems. 

At each of these five meetings of the 
agssociation-was an able address by Colo- 
nel R. J. Redding, its president, and Mr. 
H,. J. Wing, the expert dairyman in 
charge of the dairy department of the 
Georgia Experiment Station. 

To these two gentlemen belong the 
greatest share of praise for the uninter- 
rupted success of the Georgia Dairymen’s 
Association as an organization, which is 
stimulating and developing an industry 
which will in time revolutionize farming 
inethceds in Georgia, and build up our im- 
poverished lands.

Americans Pursued Filipinos Under | 


Difficulties. 

San Francisco de Malabon, Philippines, 
October 11.—General Schwan’s column, 
approaching this town, marched through 
a country so muddy that the mules all 
collapsed. He occupied the town with- 
out fighting, thg insurgents retreating 
under cover of the cfeek beds. Later, 
reconnoitering in force southward, Gen- 
eral Schwan came upon trenches, where 
hidden insurgents poured several volleys 
upon the geveral and his staff. The reb- 
els resisted stubbornly. The reco: noit- 
ers, consisting of Captain Geary’s battal- 
ion of the Thirteenth regiment, and two 
&Uns of Riley's battery, drove the insur- 
gents two miles, fighting all the way. 
They found a field piece and several] 
wounded and sick Filipinos flying red 
flags, and captured twenty-five insur- 
gents, including three officers. Many Fil- 
ipino dead were strewn along the field. 

General Schwan’s main column started 
at daylight this morning along a fearful 
road on the left bank of tHe river, flank- 
ers being thrown far out, and Major 
Budd's battalion on the right bank cev- 
ering the flank, rendering the fire from 
the insurgent trenches ineffective. 

Major Budd returned to Santa Cruz be- 
fore dark. The natives seem to ie gen- 
crally supporters of the insurrection, but 
few have arms. 

There was much firing at American sol- 
diers from the native huts. Ceneral]

One was burned in 
1855. It was rebuilt and Sherman burned 
it in 1865. The one just completed makes 
the third.

manufacture of tea chests. Large quan- 
tities of lands along the banks of the 
Cape Fear river have been purchased, 
sufficient’ to give the company a supply of 
timber for some years to come. The pur- 
chase it said to aggregate 10,000 acres, 
with about seventy-five million feet of 
stumpage. The company will have a 
steamer ‘due November list, to load for 
Glasgow, and other steamers to follow 
every sixty days as business progresses.’

Georgians Enthusiastic Over Com- 
ing ofthe Nation s Hero, 


ROLAND ELLIS'S RESGLUTION 


Understood That He Will Ask State To 
Appropriate $5,000 


TO MAKE RECEPTION STATE AFFAIR 


Georgia, No Less Than Atlanta, Is 
Fired with Patriotic Emotions 
Over the Prospect of Ad- 
miral Dewey’s Visit 
to This City. 


While Atlanta is waxing enthusiastic 
over the coming of Admiral George Dewey 
and Flag Lieutenant Brumby, and citi- 
zens of all degrees are vying with each 
other in the suggestion of plans for the 
reception which shall be given these two 
distinguished naval heroes, the whole 
state of Georgia has its eyes turned on 
Atlanta, and it is more than probable 
that Georgia will not be content to allow 
the event to be purely :ocal. . 

The press of the state and countless 
individuals have voiced the unanimous 
sentiment that the reception should be 
Atlanta’s and Georgia’s gift of homage 
to the nation’s hero. The position Is 
taken that, while it was directly througn 
the instrumentality of the “city of At- 
lanta and her officials that the coming 
of Dewey was made possible, the whole 
state will be represented in Atlanta on 
that occasion and the state should share 
in the honor of contributing to his en- 
tertainment. In the contention that Ad- 
miral Dewey is, after all, visiting Geor- 
gis as much as he is visiting Atlanta, 
there is no attempt to take from this city 
any of the credit which is due her. 

Following this line of argument, it 
seems certain that at the meeting of the 
general assembly, October 25th, a com- 
mittee from that body will be appointed 
to assist the local committee in the work 
of entertaining Admiral Dewey and Lieu- 
tenant Brumby and helping to make the 
occasion one which the whole state can 
share in. 

It is understood that Hon. Roland EI- 
lis, representative from Bibb, will intro- 
duce a measure on the opening day call- 
ing upon the state to appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 to be used in connection 
with the amount to be raised in Atlanta. 
The introduction of such a measure would 
be tantamount to its passage. 

The members of the local committee to 
a man are heartily in favor of the state 
taking a hand in the entertainment and 
will heartily welcome any suggestion 
along that line. A prominent member 
of the committee, in speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday, said: 

“From all I can hear, it {s the unani-

Now without going farther than to 
Suggest that it is possible for Mr. 
Graves to ba mistaken in this matter, 
we say it is singular indeed that Mr. 
Grady, believing “‘with all his heart 
and brain” that separation is the solu- 
tion of the negro problem, never advo- 
cated it in his q@ditorial columns and 
never so much as broached it in his 
editorial consultations. The writer of 
this was intimately associated with 
Mr. Grady from the day he joined the 
staff of The Constitution to tha day 
he died, and canvassed with him al- 
most daily the whole field of political 
discussion in the selection and choice 
of subjects for editorial treatment. 
During all that time, if he ever so 
much as mad@a passing allusion to the 
separation of the races’ the present 
writer fails to remember it. Of course, 
the possibility of a mistake applies to 
this statement as it do@s to that of 
our friend Graves. 

Moreover, it seems certain to those 
who knew Mr. Grady that when he be- 
lieved with all his heart and brain, 


‘he was bound to speak out; but he

never spoke out on the subject in The 
Constitution, nor did he discuss the 
matter with his editorial assoclates. 
Indeed, the matters in which his 
whole heart and brain were involved 
were, first, the breaking down of sec-

“We believe,” say the officers, ‘‘that 
this woman passed most of the money as 
it came from the molds. Williamson 
made the money, old Wnderwood, with 
his sanctimonious airs, hid it, and the 
woman, with her dash and apparent ele- 
gance, easily palmed it off on unsuspect- 
ing merchants for small purchases.”’ 

When Williamson was asked last night 
where his wife was, he replied: : 

“Why, she has run away- from me. 
You know, she has a habit of running 
away. She has spells. She ran away 
about three weeks ago at 12 o’clock at 
night. I got her back, and night before 
last she ran away again. I am really 
more distressed about her than I am 
about this unfounded charge.’’ 

He was asked about his former confes- 
sion in South Carolina, and he laughed 
and said: ‘

“I pleaded guilty then just to 
through with the matter. But I am inno- 
cent this time. If old Underwood had 
any molds in his house I knew nothing 
about it.

People on This Side Are Buying 
on Trade Conditions and Do 
Not Believe Neill—Our

Steady. 


Mr. Henry M. Neill, the well-known 
New Orleans statistical expert, gave his 
latest guess to the pubtic yesterday. 

He is not as sure the crop wil] turn 
out 11,000,000 he was on August 12th 
it would reach 12,000,000 bales, but ‘“‘thinks 
he may say 11,000,000 is assured,’’ with 
20.000 bhales old cotton added 
the crop to be marketed the 
any previous year.”’ 

His English friends 
the utmost faith in his forecast, 
‘Liverpool market declined sharply 
both spot and futures. It is claimed that 
the outbreak of hostilities between Great 
Britain and the Transvaal is partly res- 
ponsible for the depression, 

The trade generally here state they do 
not believe Mr. Neill, and are buying cot- 
ton on trade: conditions, which, itn the 
market for manufactured product has 
never been equaled, as is evidenced by 
the following report of the dry goods 
market by the Associated Press. 

New York, October 1!1.—No change in the 
character of the demand for staple cottons. 
More business coming forwari than sellers are 
able to take care of. The tone of the mar- 
ket is very strong and prices tend upward. 
Staple prints are selling well. Fancies un- 
changed. Woolen dress goods are in good re- 
quest for immediate delivery and for spring 
with stiffening tendency. Silks are quiet 
but firm tor piece goods. Ribbons quiet and 
disappointing. Print cloths strong and tend- 
ing upward. 

Mr. Neill’s circular letter 1s as follows: 

New Orleans, Ovetober 11.—The bureau report 
for October 1, 189%, showed a decline in con- 
diticn of 8.3 points from its September report, 
and the September report had shown a decline 
of 8.6 points compared to August The decline 
was attributed to the long continued drought, 
and yet the crop of 1897-98, to which the melan- 
choly renort referred, exceeded the previous 
crop by 2,450,000 bales, and exceeled the largest 
Previous crop (1894-95) by 1,300,000 bales. In the 
nine weeks, ending 25th of September on the 
weather, which nine weeks these reports are 
based, the following statements show the rain- 
fall in the year 1897 and this year:

should be a better crop. The largest purchase 
on record by the trade were last year—10, 736,000. 
Now a growth of 11,000,000 bales, which I think 
may say is now assured, with the old cotton 
beld in the interior, will mean for the south 
to sell and the trade to buy more cotton than 
in any previous year, and for the third year a 
large addition to the surplus, which at the Ist 
‘of September stood 3,311,000, against 2,697,000 in 
1898, and 1,426,000 in 1897, visible and invisible.

One 
report had it that Neill’s crop circular and the 
war-like attitude of England and the Boers 
had forced holders to unload, and induced gen- 
eral short selling abroad. Another source 
claimed loading bears on this side and sent 
over large selling orders, and these, combined 
with heavy pressure from bear circles in Liv- 
erpool, lad brought about he heavy decline. 
Our market opened 6 to 8 points under last 
night and continued to decline most of the 
forenoon, January at one time selling at 6.91 
and May at 7.05. Shorts attacked the mar- 
ket vigorously, and enormous amounts of long 
stuff were forced overboard by the outside pub- 
lic, and even a number of bulls’ sold out a 
goodly portion of their holdings.

New York, October 11.—Threatened war in 
the Transvaal and the issuance of another 
bearish circular from Mr. Neill, estimated the 
crop at 11,000,000 bales were the cause of the 
decline in Liverpool. Our market opened steadv 
with an active demand for January at 7 
cents, which was finally supplied by heavv 
selling from Liverpool on arbitrage account. 
Stop orders were caught on the break until 
the decline carried the market down some 13 
points from the closing quotations. From this 
point there was a slow recovery of 4 points. 
Foreign spinners and exporters feel that this 
break will cause the liquidation of cotton 
held in the south and enable them to buy 
freely upon a better basis than they have 
been able to do this season. The local .trade 
quite agrees with this view, expecting the 
movement will increase from this liquidation 
they are expecting in the south. The local 
feeling is more bearish than for several weeks 
believing European spinners have won with 
the assistance of Mr. Neill, and that they 
will not be alarmed at the receipts now that 
he has finally made so large an estimate. A 
continued stream of outside buying orders 
absorbed the offerings by Liverpool brokers and 
closed the market very steady. Judging from 
the market today the people are buying on 
trade conditions and do not believe Mr. 
Neill.

New York, October 11.—Liverpool first ca- 
bles were no worse than expected, and fully 
met our declines of yesterday, being 4 to 5-64d 
lower than last night’s close.

New York, October 11.—Neill’s promised bear- 
ish circular appeared this morning and, by his 
prediction of 11,000,000 crop being ‘‘assured,’’ 
caused Liverpool to decline 1-16d on spot and 
5-64d on futures, and led to an opening of 4 to 
5 points below last night. Mr. Neill compares 
the present crop prospects with 1297, and re- 
fers to the protracted drought of that year. An 
examination of his particulars of that date fail 
to reveal anything more than ‘‘apprehension,’’ 
and that for only part of Texas. Neither do 
other records reveal serious drought. However, 
the influence of Neill was apparent and under 
further liquidation after the opening call, prices 
yielded further some six points. Receipts are 
light and do not now point to over 300,000 for 
the week, viz, 282,000 last week and 386,000 last 
year.

MARKET FELL FLAT 


Taesday’s Upward Spurt Due Almost 
Entirely te Short Covering. 


MONEY DISTINCTLY EASIER 


Dragging Tendency Was Not Much 
Changed at Any Time, Closing 
Tuesday’s Level All Around. 


York, October 11.—The stock market 
fell flat again today. The dullness was made 
evident that yesterday's upward spurt was 
inclined to regret their precipitancy. The war- 
like situation between England and the Trans- 
vaal was almost without effect. In fact, the 
London market seomed to feel rather encour- 
aged than otherwise over the termination of the 
uncertainty, and operators there inclined to bid 
up the prices of some of the American stocks 
in sympathy with the advance of the Kaffir 
stocks. The rise was short-lived on this side 
and the dragging tendency of price was not 
much changed at any time until the close of 
the market at prices below last night's level 
all around. The money market was distinctly 
easier. The causes of this were quite apart 
from the action of the treasury department in 
offering to anticipate the government interest 
payments for the remainder of the fiscal year. 
For one thiag the subtreasury figured at the 
clearing house again today as a debtor for 
over a million. Government disbursements are 
running quite heavy, due in a large part to 
pension payments. There was a sum of gold re- 
ceived from Havana today on account of pos- 
tal revenues and a small additional shipment 
of French gold was received. The rate for call 
ruled for the greater amount 
at 7 to 8 per cent and fell to 3 per cent in the 
late dealings. Money continues to go out to 
the interior in large volume. Not so cheerful 
a view was taken of the effect of the treasury 
Jepartment’s action with regard tg anticipated 
interest. Under the terms of the department 
order the amount of interest to be paid out 
this week is only about $1,800,000, and that 
not until Friday. Of course only part of it is 
payable in New York, and precedent shows that 
a small part of the holders are likely to pre- 
Sent their claims on that day. The next dis- 
bursement comes on October 23d. The require- 
ment for the presentation of registered bonds 
for indorsement before payment ts made is 
also expected to operate against a genral ac- 
ceptance of the interest. The action of 
treasury department nevertheless has had 
effect of allaying apprehension in Wall street, 
but it is perceived that whatever relief is af-
